WHY DO IT IN PRIVATE. 


BERKELEY. Jan. 24.—At a meeting 


of the students of the Berkeley 
Hign 


School yesterday, Principal James give 
a straight-from-the-shoulder' talK to the 
boys on the subject of smoking, 
with 
special reference to the cigarette habit. 
Of late many, ot the school boys 
have 
taken 
to smoking, until several com- 
plaints have been registered and an ef-. 
fort made to stop the practice. By per- 
mission of the School Board, the 
: Wo- 
men's Christian Temperance Union has 
sent pledges to be distributed in the var- 
ious 
schools. 
The signing of these 
pledges to stop smoking Is in no way 
compulsory, but the teacher* are using 
all their Influence to get the students to 
sign them. It -was to urge the boys to 
elgn the pledges that Professor 
James 
spoke. 
— He said In part: "I-do not intend to 
argue with you that smoking is injur- 
ious. Many of you are already addicted 
to the habit, and have felt Its evil ef- 
fects. 
Besides, you are all men enough 
now to judge of those things for 
your- 
selves. But I want to speak to you about 
smoking in public places. 
Nothing 
la 
more disgusting than' the odor of.'dead 
smoke.' 
Even men - who aro..,hAbItuaI 
smokers and devotedly fond of the"-weed, 
do not like the smell of stale tobacco. 
For you boys to come into the presence 
of the girls and teachers smelling'as you 
do of foul tobacco, la. to say the least, 
not gentlemanly. " And I must say boys, 
that when pome of you come Into my of- 
fice you smell like a low Chinaman that 
hag spent the night in a bunk-house. 
"If you must smoke, 
smoke in pri- 
vate. No law of government or civlljza-. 
tion gives you any right to go about 
blowing tobacco smoke into other peo- 
ple's faces. 
You would not use, a tooth- 
brush or tooth-pick In public!—both are 
condemned by the laws of good society. 
Why then should you smoKe in public? 
Compared with usln^ tobacco there 
Is 
nothing very bad about using a tooth- 
brush, yet you would not think of using 
the latter In public. Don't smoke In pub- 
lic places or on the street. If you must 
smoke, 
smoke In your own rooms—and 
smoke a cigar."

GOOD FOR ISLANDS. 


Prof. Carl 0. Plehn Believes That 


American Money Will Benefit 


the Philippines. 


BERKELEY,

the recent action of Congress giving to 
( 


[the Philippine Islands the money cur- ' 
l.rency of the lUnlted States, Professor j 


I Carl C. Plehn says that the 
bill will I 


prove of great value to the Islands, ; 
thougrh at first the change from 
the 


Mexican to the American dollar will 
cause some confusion. Professor Plehn 
Is one of 
the 
best 
authorities 
on j 


economics in the country, being pro- I 
fessor of that subject at the TJnlvor- I 
ally of California. 
For two years Pro- I 


fessor Plehn was in the Philippines as 
Census Marshal, and 
he is, therefore, 


thoroughly (acquainted with the eco- 
nomic problems there. 
He says: 


"The bill which has just been pass- 


ed ensures to the islands the greatest 
desideratum at the present 
time—a 


stable money. 
There can be no ques- 


tion but this will be of the greatest 
ultimate advantage to the people, al- 
though the change from the Mexican 
dollar to a coin of the same name, that 
is a full dollar worth nearly, two and 
a half times as much, will create some 
confusion at first when it is introduced. 
The tendency will be to raise prices in 
that the people will ask as many dol- 
lars gold for the services as they have 
been accustomed before in silver. 


"The Introduction of the American 


system was not desired by the Philip- 
pine Commission at this time. 
That 


body preferred and recommended a 
system which would give the nation a 
coin similar in \-alne and appearance 
with the Mexican dollar, but redeem- j 
able in gold, the government assuming 
the responsibility for its redemption at 
the value of two to one. 


"Whatever may be~ the political ef- 


fect of this movement upon the great 
constitutional questions, there can be 
no question raised but that this move 
will bo greatly to the advantage of the 
people of the islands.

j in the Islands a start anfl to facilitate

Proposed Change is Being Quietly Worked 


at Capitol—Bills That Interest People 


of This County—Road Overseers 


SACRAMENTO. Jan. 
24. — Shall the 


Slate Library, which .is now located In 
the Capitol in this city, . be removed to 
and become one of the attractions of the 
Greater University of California at 
Ber- 


keley? 


That Is th;: question which 
has been 


raised here and which ha3 been under 
discussion In a quiet manner for several 
days past by prominent people, whose 
opinions, one way or another, will re- 
cc.'.ve the greatest consideration. 
^ 


At this writing, it Is believed that Gov- 


ernor Fnrdee would not be opposed to the 
noject. 


It Is known that 
President 
Wheeler 


wo'ul'l receive the treasures ot the library 
in question with open arms, and with 
the avlcllly which has characterised him 
whenever it has bnen possible for him to 
acknowledge the receipt of a bequest, an 
endowment or a grant 
of the 
Regents, 


which will enlarge the scope of the work 
nnd increase the usefulness of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


In a quiet way. the project has been 


considered and several statesmen on the 
ffround have been given an opportunity of 
expressing their views on the subject, but, 
generally speaking, they have displayed 
a reticence, lest the purpose of the move 
might be misunderstood at this time when 
thi- university is seeking liberal assist- 
ance at the hands of the Legislature. 


One ot' the reasons urged in favor of 


the removal is the fact that the library is 
rich in works of reference, historical and 
otherwise, as also in earfy Spalnsh docu- 
ments regarding this coast . and State, 
which cannot be equaled 
in ar.y 
other 


part of the continent. 
In the collection 


are also legal documents, which bear up- 
on land titles in ail pavts of the State. 


These and other features, it Is claimed, 


are far removed from people who have 
occasion to consult them moat frequently, 
Ettid would be much nearer that class of 
citizens If they were housed In Berkeley 
in a building, which would be one of the 
adjuncts of the State University.

scramble for Martin Aguirre's place as 
"Warden of San Quentln State Prison. 
What with Ex-Chief McCloud, Ex- 
Sheriff Rogers and Captain Peterson 
all clamoring for the appointment, Ai- 
ameda may be said to be heard from. 
Fred Esola of San Francisco, formerly 
Lieutenant of Police and Andy Law- 
rence's candidate for Chief, wants that

What" with Hamlll, Besse 


and Rogers all recently defeated and 
all aspirants it would seem that a re- 
cent defeat is considered quite a nec- 
essary recommendation for a candi- 
date. John Burr, who once was Sher- 
iff of Los Angeles, is another of the 
Southern California applicants. 


But Don Martin Aguierre thinks he 


can hold his place against all comers, 
and he really has something to go on. 
In some of the "paisano" districts in Los 
Angeles county, where Aguirre made 
a special fight for Pardee, the Gover- 
nor ran far ahead of his ticket.

It only moved a few feet, 
however, then it lodged and the com- 
bined efforts of the tugs could not 
move it further. 


The rising tide had caused the heavy 


timber to sink under the forepart of 
the vessel, and it stood about fifteen 
feet nearer the water than when it 
started.

He 
said It wns an abominable thought that 
an engineer of ilftenn years' experience 
was afraid of an examination. 


"There is a man in Oakland," continued 


Stanley, "who is a plumber, and yet he 
has charge of a plant and he is a mem- 
ber of the union, too. In that plant, an 
engine was installed three 
years 
ago 


that would carry only sixty pounds of 
steam with safety. That engine now car- 
ries 110 pounds of steam. The union drew 
up an ordinance over a year ago and re- 
ferred it to a lawyer, but it has never

His subject was, "What Shall Children 
Head?" and in the course of his ad- 
dress he said that most of the church- 
literature for children should be la- 
beled as poison. 
After telling the importance of good 


reading for children, Mr. Hirsch, refer- 
ring to Sunday school stories, said: 
"There Is not » single note in this 
trash that rings true to life or charac- 
ter of the child. 
In these books all 
sorts of impossibilities are calmly as- 
sumed and God 13 dragged into them 
in the role of a brutal and bungling 
policeman. There are no words in the 
Anglo-Saxon tongue that would ade- 
quately characterize their stupidity. 


"The Sunday school books are worse 


than any dime novel. Their theology 
is damnable and their morality is bfc- 
low the freezing point. Even if they ! 
were not liable to these objections they J 
should be condemned for their literary j

river the plans call ror two tunnels, at 
the station the tracks will be forty-two 
feet below the street level, but this 
depth is to be made to seem less by 
placing the passenger watting rooms 
and ticket offices on a floor Just half 
way down. Baggage and mail matter 
will be handled at about Eighth ave- 
nue.

DEATH CLAIMS A 


PIONEER OF OAKLAND 


Albert Jewett Rollins, one of Oak- 


land's best known and oldest citizens 
died in San Francisco January 26th of 
apoplexy. 
The deceased was widely 


known, and was one o£ the early pio- 
neers of the State, and lor twenty-two 
years was a resident of this city. 


Mr. Rollins 
was 
born 
In Pltston, 


Maine, on August 25, 1S2S, and was of 
Puritan stock. He was a kinsman of 
the Dearborn family of New York, who 
were connected with General Dearborn 
of Revolutionary fame, and who later 
was Secretary of War under President 
Jefferson. 


The deceased began his career as a 
ship carpenter and In the year 1849, 
left Boston for San Francisco on the 
bark Calllo, under command, of Cap- 
tain George Dearborn. The vessel ar- 
rived in the harbor of San Franclaco In 
October of the same year, while the 
cholera was Epidemic In that city. 'Car- 
penters in those days were scarce In 
Golden Gate city, ana Mr. Rollins 
ft' 
once obtained all the work he desired 
at $30 per day. This was at the time 
that eggs, apples and oranges brought 
$1 apiece. It was'not long before Mr. 
Rollins had a big1 bank account and he 
soon found, himself 
owner 
of about 


three acres of land In the very heart 
of what San Francisco is today. 
He 


tired of city life, sold out his posses- 
sions and with others sought fortune 
in the mines of California and Nevada. 
At one time Mr. Rollins owned all of 
where Carson City, Nevada, is now lo- 
cated, which was then called Eagrle 
Pass Valley, where he met and waa 
intimately associated with .Kit Carson 
and Mark Twain. He built the first 
theater In Nevada upon the stage of 
which Lottta Crabtree. the famous act- 
ress made her debut. He also built 
the first theaters In Carson City and 
Reno, Nevada. 
In the year 1860, he 


met and married Rebecca Bolton, •niece 
of Major James Houston. Six child- 
ren vere born to them, four of whom 
survive him. 
They are Mrs. Parkin- 
son, Mrs. Logan, Mrs: Owen and War- 
ren rl. Rollins, the Indian sketch 
art- 


ist, whJ Is at present in this city, hut 
spends most of his 
time 
among the 
redskins of Montana. Mr. Rollins had 
many warm friends, who will regret to 
lenrn of his demise. His remains were 
Interred beside his wife in 'the ceme- 
tery at Antloch, Contra Costa county.

flowers, are as unique aa they are beau- 
tiful. 


An artistic 
conception 
of a pair of 


sugar tongs is one showing1 two little sea 
horses each 
supporting 
a shell on its 


back. 
Very appropriate is the head of 


Medusa as the center of the back of a 
hand mirror made of bronze. 
An artistic 


thought is perfectly 
carried 
out 
with 


simplicity of effect in a 
silver egg boll- 


er, the decoration on the top of which Is 
the head of a steer, the. long horns twist- 
ing out to form a handle. 
The handle 


of the body of the dish is wrought In the 
form of a steer's tail, while the cloven 
hoofs of cattle form the four legs. 


There is no excuse for ugliness today, 


even for the woman of the most Jlmlted 
purse. 
No matter what article is desir- 


ed, a little searching- will reveal one that 
is at least good in shape and coloring, if 
not exactly beautiful.

THE SHAKER BONNET. 


A correspondent 
of 
the 
Louisville 


Courier Journal gives the following In- 
teresting account of the Shaker Settle- 
ment in Kentucky, and the making of the 
quaint Shaker bonnet. 


A \ visit to Shakertown, In Kentucky, 


the home of the quaint little bonnet, so 
picturesquely becoming to young faces 
and to those a "little older grown" was 
my pleasure recently. 


The ponderous door of a grim-lookine 


stone building that fceara the date over 


the entrance, 1811, A. D., swung open at 
my knock. 
A prim, sweet-faced sister, 


with a tender smile on her aged 
and 


wrinkled face that bore still some sug- 
gestion of beauty, held out a long, slen- 
der hand, that shook as with the palsy,- 
and bade me enter. 


"Yea, yea, child, but I am glad to see 


you," was the greeting that Sister Betsy 
gave me. 


I 
was ushered into a long, wide halJ 


that extended the length of the building:, 
fully 100 feet, with rooms opening 
on 


either1 side, and cosy little cut-off corn- 
ers—goodness only knows for just what 
they were originally used. 
In some of 


them I could well believe that goblins 
held congress and spooks reveled by day 
as well as by night. I held my breath 
and drew my skirts around me, and with 
only a glance Into the chapel, where the 
religious service Is held, the sisters sit- 
ting on one side and the brothers on the 
opposite, I hurried on wifh Sister Betsy. 


We went up a long stairway and into 


a large, bright room, with windows look- 
ing toward the rising sun. 


Such an attractive bare room it was, 


clean and wholesome, where the dear old 
lady had spent the greater part of her 
life; seventy-five years, happy and con- 
tented with her lot, had she been here. 
She had seen the beginning of this vil- 
lage, the prosperity and growth, num- 
bering more than 500. not so very many 
years agV>. Now, when there Is no more 
young li/5 in the settlement, the greater 
part of the land has been sold and only 
a few men and women remain, most of 


whom 
have lived already the allotted 


years, Sister Betsy seems as happy and 
content as ever. She talked of the time 
when 
she was young, so many, many 


years-ago, and gave me the history of the 
Shaker bonnet. 


In the early days of this quaint people 


the necessity was felt for a covering for 
the head, different from that worn by 
the cutslde world. The Ingenious mind, 
with artistic taste of one in tho village, 
devised a style at onoo attractive and 
becoming. I was shown the loom 
on 


which the straw was first woven. 
A 


crude hand made affair nearly seventy 
years old, but still used, without changs 
or improvement, to weave the 
pretty 


bonnets. 


The woof Into which the straw Is wov- 


en comes from Florida. 
Twenty years 


ago the last shipment of the tropical 
palmetto was made to Shakertown, and 
tnere is yet some Instore. 
A primitive 


knife with funny JUtle bJades of stell. set 
In a simple block of wood. Is used to 
cut Into fine threads strips of dried pal- 
metto. These threads, strong and supple, 
are fastened securely Into the hand- 
made loom, which Is worked by a foot 
pedal. The glossy ryestraw, with its pale 
yellow color. Is prepared by being soak- 
ed thoroughly In water, and is split by 
being drawn over the same knife that 
made threads of the palmetto. It is then 
woven Into the woof, much the same as is 
the rag carpet. When a piece is finished 
large enough to frame the face and crown 
of the bonnet, it is carefully cut from the 
loom and made thoroughly wet again. 


It is then tacked with small nails to po- 
sition on a solid block of wood shaped 
similar to the head,"and with a hot flat- 
iron is pressed until perfectly dry, being 
left on the form for twenty-four hours. 


It Is then ready to finish with wire.on- 


the edge and sewed together, A piece of 
silk, usually of a quiet gray color, fa ' 
fashioned into a skirt or tall of the bon- 
net, making altogether a fetching little 
head covering:, notwithstanding its prim- 
ness. 
, 


The silkworms were raised on the farm; 


In fact, everything worn by the men and 
women was manufactured by the Shak-. 
ers right in their own village and on tho\ 
- 


farms, where they number up In the \l 
hundreds. 
Young faces were so plenti- 


ful that it was jokingly said that babies 
grew on bushes in Shakertown. 
It was 


ever a home for the friendless; the orphan 
and foundlings were adopted and grew' 
to worthy men and women. But not so 
"now; there i.s not one youthful face In 
the settlement, now numbering altogeth- 
er thirty, yet happiness and content ril] 
the lives of the few remaining, and on 
the deep furrowed faces of the dear old 
sisters there rests such a sweet, at-pea.ce- 
with-the-world expression that one turns 
away with a sigh of half envy to take up 
the bubbles and troubles of life. 


There is only the one, Sister Betsy, 


now S2 years old, who can weave and 
fashion to perfection the quaint bonnet, 
and only a little longer will she be able 
to do so; her fingers will soon have lost 
their cunning and the pretty Shaker bon> 
net will be no more.

First Aids for the Injured=Pension System

The Southern Pacific Company Is 


loon to order the construction of what 
;s known as hospital cars. 
That Is, 


cars provided with all of the necessi- 
ties and appliances for the first care 
of the injured. 
The cars will be fitted 


out under the superlvsion o£ Dr. M- j 
Gardne-, chief surgeon of the South- j 
ern Pacific Company, just as soon as i 
that official returns from the East. 


It Is partly due to the recent number 


of wrecks that the Southern 
Pacific 


Company has decided to Install 
the 


tr.'-'?pltal cars, for, as a rule, medical aid 
i-A appliances 
can 
never 
be 
had 


it.ir the scene of an accident. Many 


j have been lost for the lack of 


adequate accommodations that, per- 
haps, would have been 
saved 
had 


these proposed cars been In existence. 


The hospital cars will be stationed 


in the several divisions of the com- 
pany and will be fully equipped with 
all of the necessary surgical instru- 
ments nnd medicines 
to 
meet any 


emergency that may occur. The cars 
wl!i be held ready to be rusher! to the 
scene of the accident at a moments 
notice. 
Accidents are bound to occur on any 


railroad no matter how- well regulat- 
ed, but the Southern Pacific Company 
has determined to do all in their pow- 
er to keep the death list on their lines 
down to a minimum. 
The 
Install- 


ment of the hospital cars Is a 
very 


creditable move on their part and will 
he welcomed by 
the 
employes and 


patrons of the road. 
rf 
Heretofore It has been the custom 


when a wreck was reported where one 
or more death was reported, to rush 
a special car containing; phyisclans nnd 
what facilities they could gather 
to- 


gether, to the scene 
<•: the accident. 


Many times the lack of proper accom- 
modations has been the cause of loss 
of life because operation had to be 
postponed until the patient could 
be 


removed to a more 
suitable 
place. 


With the new cars, however, operation 
tables will be provided just to meet 
such an emergency. 


At the present time all of the over- 


land trains are provided with complete 
medical cheats, Instruments and other 
appliances In case of accident. 
At 


the West Oakland yards there is a de- 
partment where those slightly injured 
may be treated temporarily. Here the 
company 
have 
stretchers, 
crutches 


and medicines and bandages, all for 
the purpose of affording relief to those 
In Ita employ who become injured. 


But the Installing of the hospital 
cars is considered the most unselfish 
inova on the part of the company and 
many lives will be saved thereby.

FOR MANUAL TRAINING. 


Valuable Instruction Given in Industrial Arts 


and Business Methods at the 


Polytechnic High School. 


BY BETTY MARTIN. 


Have you a son? 
Have you a daughter? 
Have you, sir. a family of children, say 


three, four or even five? 


Ha.vo they to make their own living 


shortly, or not? 


Have you plenty cf means to provide 


them with a University training? If so, 
well and good. So much the better for 
them and for you. But if you aren't a 
rich man, or at least well to rto, anrl 
your sons and daughters have to go forth 
from the home nest early in life to begin 
the battlo in which so many go to the 
wall, hadn't you better equip both hand 
and ontnd beforehand? 


Te»! 
•Well tjien, a visit to the Oakland Poly- 


technic High School will repay you and 
open your eyes to tbo ^opportunities to 
be »ra»pnJ. 


People generally have a very hazy idea 


about the Polytechnic High. They So not 
fcnow its «cop», or what Is being clone 
there. To be sure, the exhibit at the Elks' 
Carnival last year was a revelation, but 
even that didn't tell half the story. Sev- 
eral years ago -when it was decided to lo- 
cate the 'vniUermering training school In 
San Francisco, great disappointment \\-as 
felt by such Oaklandera as were inter- 
ested fn that line of work, but It is the 
aim of the Polytechnic High to cover a 
similar field, although limited necessarily 
by lack of funds. 


However, -very substantial results have 


already been gained, and fresh laurels 
are won with each succeeding term. 


The course at the Polytechnic Is much 


Bhorter than at the Oakland High, al- 
though longer by about a year and a 
half than the ordinary business college. 


Tha reasons for this are obvious. 
All pupils going to the Polytechnic High 


School expect to become workers upon 
leaving. There isn't a- boy or girl there 
who will be a drone, nor a social butter- 
fly, either. 


They are going to -work. In a general 


sort of .way they know -what they would 
like to do and here is where the Polytech- 
nic helps them. They can't afford—these 
young people of ours—to da-wdle away 
time, and even the two years spent In 
acquiring a commercial education seems 
long to them, so badly do they want to 
mlngla with the history-makers. 


The Oakland Polytechnic High School 


offers two distinct courses of study to 
pupils having completed their grammar 
sducation, one in manual training, 
the 


other a 
commercial course. 
So far, 


scholars have evinced a preference for 
the latter, though there are hundreds ot 
boys and girls training in 'the manual de- 
partment. 


The commercial course covers a variety 


of subjects tending to make an all round 
Intelligent man or woman, and not a 
mere working machine. 


Bookkeeping-, shorthand'and ts-powritlng 


are thoroughly taught, under the direc- 
tion of trained teachers, and the click, 
clicK of the little machines can be heard 
all day long over the hum and buzz of 
voices. A course }n Spanish is also given 
these «cbolars, as a knowledge of that 
language la extremely valuable on 
fnfc 


trade relations with Mexico nnd other 
Pacific 
Coast Countries 
on account 


of '^onr 
growing 
southern 
coun- 


tries; 
In 
conjunction 
comes 
com- 


mercial 
arithmetic, 
commercial

tory, geography, drawing, political econ- 
omy.

Pupils are taught.to both think and act. 


ro know when and how to do a thing, 
and to flo It well. 


•• However attractive 
* the 
commercial 


course may be, the mnnual training de- 
partment Is equally, it not more facinat- 
tng. It offers something solid, tangible, 
worthy. No dwadlers need apply, for it 
to certainly a place where one is known 
fay works. 
The mathematical require- 


ments la much more severe In the man- 
onal training department than In the 
commercial, nnd Includes the study of al- 
ffrtra. 
Mechanical drawing 
Is also 


taught, by that well known Instructor 
Mr. Qoddard Qale, and at least one young 


girl Is training to become an architect. 


The shops wherein the manual training 


work for girls is carried .on, are 1n the 
yard back of the school building proper. 


There are two ten horse power motors, 


one big lathe and ten smaller ones for 
the workers in wood, also one for metal, 
as yet unused. 


One portion of the main shop is fitted 


up with work benches. Every boy is fur- 
nished with a set of tools for his own 
use, 
which he looks after and cares for 


himself, 
"When he is throug-h his work 


he puts them away carefully In one of 
the little drawers 
beneath 
the 
work 


bench, locks them up and puts the key 
away until the next lesson, when they 
are taken out again. 


The work is divided Into sections, al- 


though' ff any boy is more gifted than 
his fellows, aod gets through his work 
more quickly, he is encouraged to bring 
material and fashion articles for home. 
In this way many beautiful things are 
turned out by the boys,—such as tab- 
ourets, pedestals, fancy boxes and inlaid 
work. 
•-'' 


Joinery Is taught first, from the sim- 


plest dovetailing to the most complex. 
After that comes molding, 
and during 


the last year, pattern making. 
Across 


the 3"ard is a substantial wooden house 
built by the boya themselves, which con- 
tains a 
furnace and a few crucibles. 


Here they intend, some time or other, 
when the fates are propitious, to do cast- 
Ing. 


All this work Is under charge of Mr. W.

If you arcilike the majority of women you 


know what it Is'Tu suffer from the worn- 
down hep!. It Is no. exaggeration to snr thut 
Hlnc-:enths of pion arul woraon arc subject 
to this annoynncc. 
To tht> womnn of mod- 


crato means who tries to keep herself ul- 
waj-s looking well g^n-nnct there is, perhaps, 
no feature of "her circs? whteh is so trouble- 
some ns the heels of her boots. Many a 
pair of shoes is crooked ajul ruined after 
one month of use, and shoes which nre not 
trim nnd sbapcly will spoil the appearance 
of any costume. 
Therefore it is that those 


who cau afford it spn<i thfilr shoes hack to 
the dealers at reirular Intervjil&to liave tlaem 
straightened and the heels renewed, while 
other women try ruhl^er heels or use those, 
little Iron crescent which are noisy when j 
new and dangerous when they wear smooth. 
In an endeavor to preserve the benuty and 
shapeliness of their boots women are apt 
to try everything except the one which would 
really aid them—namely, to learn to walk iu . 
stieh a manner that the run down heel w i l l i 
ce-as* to occur.

There Is no need of.any one suffering with 


worn down heels, 
'[They do not represent a 


norms! or necessary condition. 
They are 


merely the result of th>' iivernge woman's 
Ignorance of how to ba'laneo her weight nnd 
manage her feet correi tly. When the woman 
who walks as she shnnkt ip.obiipod to wear a 
pair of shoes untii they are quite woru out, 
there are. when she tinally discards' them, 
litlle round boles through tbo solos directly

her shoulders low and let every muscle in her 
body be perfectly relaxed. Then she should 
make her spine perfectly straight through 
its entire length, taking .special vnrc that 
it does not break in at the waist and is not 
bent backward at the neck. Now, without 
altering (lie position of .spine or shoulders 
in the. least, she should lean forward from 
the hips u n t i l the chest is on a line with 
the tips of the toes. The chest should be 
raised, but every part of the body niust re- 
main relaxed and natural. At once It will be 
noticed thut the weight of the body Is upon 
the halts of tile feet, instead of on the heeis. 
This is as it ought to be. 


TO ACQUIRE POISfl. 


When the weight of the body is upon the 


halls of the feet the spine is relieved of all 
strain, nnct a woman so poised can stand for 
half a day without tiring, and to her walking 
will become a pleasure. With the body in 
this position every part will do Its proper 
work, nnd there will be no tensity or fric- 
tion, sucli as exists when we are puttiugour 
various muscles to uses for which they are 
not intended. If at nrst, in standing prop- 
erly poised, the muscles of the legs tire, this 
Is because they are now receiving the strain 
of standing, instead of the hips, and are not 
yet accustomed to their n a t u r a l use, also be- 
cause they are being hold too tense. Tn order 
to rest, do uot stand first upon one hip and 
then upon the other, which throws the body 
out of poise ut once and Is injurious In many 
ways.
